He Calls “Body “Citadel of 


Private Interest.” 


GIVES IDEAS ON THE TARIFF 


Democratic Nominee Would Prevent 
Monopoly by Making Unfair Meth- 
ods of Competition Illegal. 


Rochester, N. Y., November 1.—Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson, in his speeches 
here tonight, directed an atack on the 
United States senate as a “citadel of 
private interest,’ declaring the people 
had not had possession of that body 
for a generation. 

The speaker said confusion and in- 
cessant contest would result for the 
next four years with a postponenfent of 
legislation unless both houses of con- 
grees as well as. the presidency were 
“democratic through and through.” He 
also explained his views on the regu- 
lation of competition at greater length 
and with more detail than he had done 
before in the campaign. 

Holding that the two chief issues of 
the campaign are the tariff and the 
trusts, he reiterated that without dis- 
turbing “the healthy ber of American 
business,” he proposed to have “spe- 
‘cial favors cut out of the tariff.’ He 
announced that he intended to fight for 
the rest, of his life to destroy private 
monopoly. 

Can Prevent Monopoly. 

The governor declared that monopoly 
could be prevented by making illegal 
unfair methods of competition. He out- 
lined among these the system of under- 
selling in a local market, and the dis- 
crimination by monopolies which con- 
trol raw materials against firms which 
would not enter their combinations. 

The receptions accorded the governor 
at both meetings were of prolonged 
enthusiasm. One demonstration lasted 
twenty minutes. The governor said he 
‘Was glad to be so received “in an ad- 
eR ediy republican stronghold.” 

“ee "Do -yeu realize that-the-people of 
the United States haven't had control 
“of the senate of the United States in 
our time?” asked the governor. ‘No 
mandate of the people has ever gotten 
through that body. You have got to 
capture that citadel of private inter- 
ést known as the United States senate. 

“The senate, tainted by the purchase 
“of seats, to the shame of the people of 
the country, tainted by the point of 
view of its Hfelong members, has not, 
in our time responded to the im- 
pulses of the ery of the United 
States. 

“If you postpone your reforms long 
you will smash every party in the 
United States, because there are things 
to be done, and we cannot wait. You 
will have to wait for either branch of 
the republican party.” 

The governor said his program was 
to make unlawful those methods of 
unfair competition through which he 
said monopoly had thrived, and added: 

Cases Tried in Senate. 

“It is perfectly possible to find out 
the men who pre responsible. There 
have been cases tried in the United 
States where everybody who read the 
newspapers knew who the guilty per- 
eons were except the court. The pros- 
écuting attorney had never uwueard of 
the guilty man, had apprehended the 
wrong man and was putting up a cer- 
tain number of rather helpless-look- 
ing dummies to be tried by the jury. 
I do not mind putting a dummy or 
two in jail for the reason that I'd 
like to stop traffic in dummies. I'd 
like to make it dangerous to be dum- 
mies.” 

Some people, the governor remark- 
ed, believed the offender In a corpora- 
tion could not be found, but the nom- 
inee suggested that a “diligent search 
had never been made.” 

Taking up the question of regulating 
competition, he continued: 

“T have talked about the regulation 
of competition, and men have asked 
me what I meant. I meant the stop- 
ping of competition that is not fair. 
If a great monopolistic combination 
gseesto itthat youcan’t get a start by 
underselling you in your local market 
en such terms that they are thus los- 
ing money thera and can do that only 
because they are making money else- 
where, that is a case of unfair com- 
petition. You can make that kind of 
competition criminal. A thing that is 


- erilminal becomes inconvenient.

Why Woodward Opposes. 

“IT am not fighting the crematory be- 
cause I don’t approve it,’’ explained 
Mayor-elect Woodward, ‘‘but because 
I don’t approve tearing down the old 
Plant and throwing nearly 200,000 
people of Atlanta in the path of dis- 
ease which will inevitably result by 
the accumulation of garbage in four- 
teen places during the 310 days the 
new plant is in the process of con- 
struction.,1 would rather the city spend 


twice as much as the cost of the plant | 


than endanger the health or place 
in jeopardy the life of one citizen. 
I am opposed ta exposing the city to 
filth and disease, and not the other 
petty differences complained of.” 

The Destructor company, of New 
York, has the contract for plant, and, 
according to Samuel. E. Evins, local 
attorney, it has let contracts amount- 
ing to $100,000, has a force of men in 
Atlanta ready to start work, and is 
under a bonus of $50 a day rushing

Crematory Contract. Legal. 

“The contract with the city is legal, 
apd the moral obligation Atlanta a.- 
sumed is good,” he says. “It is the 
sanre sort of a proposition the city 
was up against when it needed a 
pump, when the city hall building 
was bought from the government, and 
when the Whitehall viaduct was erect- 
ed. The city didn’t have the money, 
so Hugh Inman financed one 
proposition. and Robert Mad - 
dox financed the other. I. don’t 
recall those who made the via- 
duct project possible. The company 
wants to get started before January 
1, and take a chance on getting paid. 
Otherwise there will be no crematory 
bullt in the city.” 

Asked if he would release Alderman 
Van Dyke from his promise, Mayor- 
elect Woodward explained, last night, 
that he could not anticipate being 
asked to do so, and would not discuss 
the matter until it is taken up with 
him. Alderman Van Dyke told the 
board of health that from his conver- 
sation with Woodward he gained the 
impression that the mayor-elect op- 
posed the tearing down of the old | 
$30,000 crematory until the new plant 
was ready to take care of the garbage. 
He hinted that he was told other 
things about the Destructor eompany 
and the contract that influen®ed his 
decision to block startimg work im- 
mediately. 

Financing the Project. 

The financing of the contract served 
to bring up the question of the finan- 
cial strength of ‘the company. At- 
torney Georce C. Spence, who is asso- 
ciated with Mr. Evins In representing 
the company, admitted that he asked 
the Trust Company of Georgia to fi- 
nance the contract on a basis of 6 per 
cent, or $18,000 a year, and that the 
company agreed to advance the money 
necessary, but for some reason which 
he cared not to divulge, the company 
withdrew and the Power §Specialty 
company, -a $6,000,000 corporation. of 
New York, took up the proposition. 

“It is a clear-cut business proposi- 
tion,” said Mr. Spence. “The De- 
structor company, was willing to give 
half its profits to someone to be re- 
lieved of the trouble. It was merely 
a desire tO make the contract a cash 
proposition with the company, and it 
cannot be possibly construed as a sign 
of weakness. 

“The Power Specialty company is 
sort of manager of the Destructor 
company. It is a six million dollar 
corporation, and owns the _ patent 
rights to the incinerators which will 
be installed. 

“We did not go to Asa G. Candler 
er Mr. Inman with a proposition to 
finance the contract, nor did we agree 
to give $36,000 to anyone who would 
underwrite the contract.”’ 

Position of Judge Candler. 

In the $3,000,000 bond issue, $50,000 
was included for a crematory. Judge 
John 8S. Candler, now acting mayor, 
then a member of the finance com- 
mittee, and” Martin Amorous, then 
chairman of the committee, opposed 
spending money for several plants to 
be scattered in different parts of the 
city. They were opposed to hauling 
garbage through the principal streets 
of the city. Mayor-elect Woodward 
takes a similar stand. He wants the 
crematory erected, but says he does 
not propose to allow the city to tear 
down the old plant until the new. one 
is erected. 

The compiittee appointed by the 
board of health and council could not 
get a site for the new  crematory. 
Several places were selected, one out

NOCAL 5 GHOS 
IN QUIET ELECTION 


Conservatives Win Out in Cuba. 
Troops Guard Polls and Expect- 
ed Trouble Didn't Materialize.~ 


Havana, November 1.—The election 
of General Mario Menocal and Enrique 
Jose  Varona, respectively candidates 
for the presidency and vice presidency 
of the republic on the conservative 
ticket, and of all the other candidates 
put forward by the conservatives ap- 
pears practically assured at midnight. 

Absolute order prevalled in all parts 
of the island today in the balloting. 
Up to a late hour tonight the result 
in the presidential election was in 
doubt, but the partisans of both Gen- 
eral Menocal, conservative, and Alfre- 
do Zayas, liberal, are claiming the vic- 
tory. With the small returns at hand, 
however, the chances of election ap- 
parently are in favor of General Meno- 
cal. 

The delay in receiviny the returns 
is due to the extreme slowness of 
election officials in counting the votes, 
As an instance in Havana four hours 
after the polls had closed the official 
figures in July half a dozen election 
districts were available. A majority 
of these favored General Menocal. No 
official returns have been received 
from the interior. 

The conservatives have received pri- 
vate advices that General Menocal car- 
ries the provinces of Oriento, Cama- 
guey and Matanzas and probably San- 
ta Clara. They are disposed to con- 
cede that Senor Zayas has won out in 
Pinar Del Rio. The liberals claim the 
city of Havana, but concede the re- 
mainder of the province of Havana and 
the other five provinces to the con- 
servatives. This would practically 
make a clean sweep of the election for 
the conservatives. 

A dispatch from the Aneoolietes Press 
correspondent at Santlago says the 
conservatives probably carried that 
city, but that the liber. ’s gained the 
remainder of the province. Everywhere 
great satisfaction is expressed over the 
success of the government’s efforts to 
maintain order during the balloting,

San Juan Del Sur, Nicaragua, No- 
vember 1.—The seaport of Acapulco, on 
the Pacific coast of Mexico, was virtu- 
ally destroyed by a severe hurricane 
on Wednesday night, according 
wireless dispatches received here. 
Four-fifths of the town was shattered 
and the American consulate was un- 
roofed. No lives were lost, but a num- 
ber of natives were injured. 

Several small craft in the harbor 
were wrecked, but the United States 
cruiser Maryland,. which was lying 
there, was not injured. The United 
States cruiser Cleveland, which was 
cruising in the vicinity did not suffer.

COL, BREWER BURIED 


Montgomery, i ili November’ 1.— 
(Special.)—Colonel Willis Brewer, one 
of the most illustrious and picturesque 
figures in Alabama in @ number of 
years, died at his home at the Ce- 
dars, a short distance from Montgom- 
ery. early Wednesday morning. 

Colonel Brewer was for many 
one of the state’s most distinguished 
citizens, ranking high both as a 
scholar and as a statesman. In the 
political work he won a reputation for 
himself as state auditor, congressman 
and legislator. In the literary world 
he was recognized as a forceful writer, 
pessessing keen acumen, 
diction and remarkable style. In the 
early years of his life he established 
at Camden The Wilcox Times and 
later The Haynesville Examiner. 

Colonel Brewer was born in Sum- 
ter county, in 1844, and: was 68 years 
old at the time of his death. He js 
survived by his wife, two daughters, 
Mrs. B. F. Irving, of Washington, 
Ga., and Mrs. Ware Brown, of Hayne- 
ville, and Willis Brewer, Jr., an at- 
torney of Arizona. ' 

At Colonel Brewer's handsome hom-, 
seven miles out of Montgomery, there 
was built several years ago a $10,900 
mausoleum to house his body after 
death.

Under the Erdman act, how- 
ever, thirty days is allowed the board 
to hear. the evidence and render its 
judgment, after the appointment of 
the third arbitrator. 

Just where the arbitration hearing 
will take place has not yet been an- 
nounced, but it is said that it will not 
be at the Piedmont hofel, which is 
the headquarters of Mr. Burgess, or in 
the Terminal depot building, where the 
office of Mr. Wickersham is located. 
It is probable that a private hall or 
room will be rented and expert ste- 
nographers willprobably be employed 
to take down the evidence. word for 
word. 

Mr. Chambers, formerly an Atlanta 
man, was appointed Thursday by Judge 
Martin A. Knapp and Commissioner 
Charles P. Neill to the position of third 
arbitrator. 


CUBA VOTES WHILE 
SOLDIERS GUARD POLLS 


Havana, November 1.—The day ot 
the general election, on which the fate 
of the Cuban republic is believed to 
depend, opened auspiciously. Despite 
predictions that the event would be 
marked by nation-wide disorders, the 
hope is now rising that whatever the 
result of the election may be, the bal- 
loting will be effected in exemplary 
order. 

The voting, begun at 6 o’clock, will 
continue until sundown. Many voters 
awaited the opening of the polls to 
cast their ballots, and these were com- 
Pelled to disperse immediately after- 
ward by squads of police and troops. 

Throughout the city during the 
morning there was cumplete tranquil- 
ity. This is largely due to the ex- 
tensive military precautions taken py 
the gevernment and to the realization 
in all quarters that the-occurrence of 
serious factional disorders would al- 
most certainly result in the republic's 
downfall. 

Another factor working for reace :8 
the realization by both parties that 
their opponents are fully armed and 
prepared for a fight at a moment’s 
notice, as was shown by the battle on 
the Prado a week ago. 

The approaches to every polling 
place in Havana were guarded from an 
early hour by strong detachments of 
infantrymen and artillerymen, who 
stood on sentry duty with ‘fixed bayo- 
nets challenging all comers and not 
permitting anybody except veters to 
pass, and these only singly. 

All the streets. too, were patrolled | 
throughout the day by squads-of cav- | 
| alry and infantry, and the main bedies | 
{of troops were held in reserve ati: 
various strategic points ready to rally 
on the first alarm. 

For the first time in the history of 
Cuba the sale of aleohulic liquors was} 
prohibited, all bars and cafes being | 
closed by presidential decree during | 
the time of polling.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, November 1—Speculation has 
been active, and there are those who believe 
that the cotton market is shaping itself into 
an ol@-fashioned bull affair. The recent ad- 
vance of $5 a bale was predicted on a big 
demand for the actual cotton. Manipulation 
has played very little part in it. It-is true 
that it was assisted for a time by the liqui- 
dation of Liverpool straddles, which involved 
large purchases in New York. But, in the 
main, the source of the remarkable firmness 
which has latterly characterized the market 
was the keen demand from home and foreign 
spinners for the actual staple. At the same 
time, there were some persistent reports from 
the south, to the effect that he better grades 
were comparatively scarce, and that the basis 
of. spot business has been higher than for 
some years past. 

The Octdber purchases to meet foreign en- 
gagemens have been very large, and the fact, 
or the apparent fact, that this crop is turn- 
ing out to be of not much - better quality 
than the last one, has meant that there has 
been a scramble to get the higher grades in 
filling October engagements. But, aside from 
this, there has been a wirld-wide demand for 
American cotton, despite the talk, which was 
so loud some time ago, that, by reason of 
the increased crops this year in Egypt, India, 
Russia and China, the European spinner was 
not likely to buy American cotton on anything 
like as large a scale as he did last year. 

The manner in which the colossal crop of 
last year of 16,200,000 bales was handled 
marked a new era in the world’s cotton busi- 
nesrs. The absorptive power of the world’s 
spindles was never iilustrated in a more 
s‘riking way, and there are those who be- 
lieve that large as was the world’s consump- 
tion of American cotton last year it will be 
equaled, if not exceeded. in the present year. 
Shorts have covered freely. 

Southern operators, also Wall street and 
western operators and many in Wall street, 
have covered on a big scale, and the drift 
now is toward the long side, so much so that 
a big long account is now being accumulated. 
In such. circumstances, a temporary reaction, 
it is argued; need occasion no surprise. Also, 
crop accounts from Texas, Oklahoma and the 
generally has 
been of a favorable nature. If some of the 
spot houses have latterly been buying Janu- 
ary, they sold Jater months. Some other spot 


only temporary. and they have been steady 
sellers. Waldorf operators have sold-to some 
extent, although this has been mainly, it ap- 
pears, in order to ke profits. Some of that 
element are belfeved to have recently taken 
the bull side, even’ if some others are short. 
Meantime, the receipts continue enormous, and 
exports do not make a very good showing 
as compared with those of last year. Neither 
do spinners’ takings. But It is pointed out 
that spinners’ takings are no infallible indi- 
cation of the size of the actual consumption. 

The senhtiment here is generally bullish, on 
the idea that the consumption is going to be 
enormous; that the crop, especially east of the 
Mississipp!. has been overestimated, and that 
Neill’s estimate of 13,970,000 bales: is large 
enough, although some have inclined to the 
view that the yield would be 15,000,000 bales, 
and Cordell puts it at 14,485,000 bales.
